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FERTILIZER  REPORT  1943 
INTRODUCTION 


All  products  intended  for  fertilizing  purposes,  except  the 
dung  of  domestic  animals,  marl,  lime,  and  wood  ashes,  shall  be 
registered  annually  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the        _  - 
Pennsylvania  Fertilizer  Law,  Act  of  I.'ay  1,  1909,  as  amended. 

Section  1  requires  the  following  information  to  be  shown  on 
sacks  or  attached  cards:     (a)  The  number  of  pounds  of  fertilizer 
contained  in  the  package;  (b)  the  name,  brand,  or  trade  mark  under 
which  the  fertilizer  is  sold;   (c)  the  name  and  principal  address  of 
the  manufacturer,  importer,  or  other  person  putting  the  fertilizer 
on  the  market  in  this  Commonwealth;  (d)  guarantee  for  nitrogen;  (e) 
guarantee  for  total  phosphoric  acid,  except  in  mixed  or  superphos- 
phate fertilizer;   (f)  guarantee  for  available  phosphoric  acid;  (g) 
guarantee  for  potash  soluble  in  distilled  water.  _  -  ..       ,..  - 

Mixed  fertilizer  shall  contain  at  least  sixteen  units  of  plant 
food  based  upon  guarantees  for  nitrogen,  available  phosphoric  acid, 
and  ^ater  soluble  potash,  the  guarantees  to  be  stated  in  even  units. 

Applications  for  registration  are  submitted  to  each  previous 
licensee  toward  the  close  of  the  calendar  year.     The  application 
must  show  the  preceding  year's  tonnage  sales  of  each  brand  in  order 
that  license  or  registration  fee  can  be  properly  computed.     It  must 
also  show  the  names  and  number  of  brands  to  be  sold  during  the 
ensuing  year,  and  state  the  analysis  of  each  one  of  such  brands. 

Agents  of  the  Bureau  of  Foods  and  Chemistry  are  empowered  to 
collect  samples  of  commercial  fertilizers,  at  which  time  reports 
providing  full  information  for  each  sample  are  prepared.  The 
•samples  and  reports  are  forwarded  direct  to  the. Harrisburg  Labora- 
tory where  an  immediate  check  of  the  record  is  effected  to  determine 
the  registration  status,    ^aialyses  are  then  performed  to  ascertain 
whether  the  fertilizers  conform  to  their  guarantees. 

During  the  year  1943,  Agents  of  the  Department  collected  482 
official  samples,  and  of  this  number,  479,  representing  215  brands, 
registered  by  47  manufacturers,  were  subjected  to  analysis  and 
classified  as  follows:

REQUIHEl'TENTS  FOR  REGISTRATION  ACCORDING 
TO  FEITNSYLVANIA  FERTILIZER  LAW 


Section  2.    Each  manufacturer  or  importer  of  commercial 
fertilizer....  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January 
of  each  year,  or  before  offering  them  for  sale  in  this  Commonwealth, 
file  annually  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  a  Statement  of  the 
names  and  number  of  brands  of  such  commercial  fertilizers,  having 
distinct  trade-names,  that  he  shall  offer  for  sale  during  the  next 
ensuing  year,  and  a  copy  of  the  analysis  of  each  one  of  such  brands 
of  commercial  fertilizer.... 

Section  3.     In  addition....  every  manufacturer  or  importer 
of  commercial  fertilizers  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
January  of  each  year,  or  before  offering  them  for  sale  in  this 
Commonwealth,  file  annually  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  an      ;  :• 
affidavit  showing  the  amount  of  each  brand  of  fertilizer,  having 
a  distinct  trade-name,  sold  within  the  Commonwealth  during  the  last 
preceding  year;  and  if  the  said  amount  shall  be  one  hundred  and 
fifty  tons  or  less,  he  or  they  shall  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  to  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  for  each  and 
every  brand  of  such  commercial  fertilizer,  having  a  distinct  trade- 
name, sold  rithln  the  State  during  the  last  -orecedinp  year;  and  if 
the  said  amount  shall  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  tons,  end  be  not 
more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  tons,  he  or  they  shall  pay  the  sum 
of  twenty  dollars,  as  aforesaid;  if  the  said  amount  shall  exceed 
two  hundred  and  fifty  tons,  and  not  more  than  four  hundred  tons, 
he  or  they  shall  pay  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars;  if  the  amount  shall 
exceed  four  hundred  tons,  and  not  more  than  five  hundred  tons,  he  or 
they  shall  pay  forty  dollars;  and  if  the  amount  shall  exceed  five 
hundred  tons,  he  or  they  shall  pay  fifty  dollars.     If  such  manu- 
facturer or  manufacturers,  importer  or  importers,  shall  not  have 
made  any  sales  within  the  Commonwealth  during  the  preceding  year,  he 
or  they  shall  pay  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  upon  each  such  brand  as 
aforesaid.

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BRANDS  REGISTERED  AND  TONNAGE  SALES 


Licenses  were  issued  to  101  manufacturers  to  cover  snles  of 
their  brands  for  the  year  1943.     These  licenses  included  730  brands 
of  which  595  were  mixed  fertilizers  and  135  so-called  "base" 
materials  such  as  nitrate  of  soda,  sulphate  of  ammonia,  bone,  etc. 

The  1943  applications  for  registration  showed  that  378.733  tons  of 
all  classes  of  fertilizers  were  sold  during  the  year  1942,  (compared  wi' 
375,595  tons  sold  during  1941)  and  classified  as  follows:  Complete 
Fertilizers,  219,627  tons;  Ground  Bone  Fertilizers,  1,672  tons;  Super- 
phosphate Fertilizers,  78,888  tons;  Lime  Phosphate  Fertilizers,  18  tons 
Rock  and  Potash  Fertilizers,  74,078  tons;  and  Miscellaneous  Fertilizers 
including  the  following:  Tankage  1,189  tons;  Nitrate  of  Soda,  470  tons 
Potash  Salts,  633  tons;  Sulphate  of  Ammonia,  375  tons;  and  unclassified 
1,783  tons. 

The  1942  tonnage  figure  reveals  that  there  were  supplied  8,029  ton;i 
of  nitrogen,  50,084  tons  of  available  phosphoric  acid,  end  21,722  tons  li 
water  soluble  potash,  or  a  total  of  79,835  tons  of  plant  food.  The 
amount  of  plant  food  is  in  excess  of  that  supplied  during  the  year  1941 
namely,  76,832  tons.

Of  the  479  official  samples  analyzed,  26  or  5,42fo  were  found  to 
be  deficient  in  one  or  more  elements  of  plant  food,  to  the  extent  of  .2; 
or  more.     The  proportion  of  deficiencies  is  higher  than  that  reported 
for  the  year  1942. 

Considering  the  plant  food  elements  separately,  9  samples  or 
1.88^  were  found  to  be  deficient  in  nitrogen,  2  or  0.42^  deficient  in 
phosphoric  acid,  end  65  or  Z.llfo  deficient  in  water  soluble  potash. 

Of  the  total  number  of  fertilizers  analyzed,  298  were  complete 
fertilizers  and  22  or  7.38^  were  found  to  be  deficient,  9  or  3.02^ 
deficient  in  nitrogen,  1  or  0.33^^  in  available  phosphoric  acid,  12  or 
4,03^  in  water  soluble  potash. 

The  Law  requires  that  when  the  word  "tobacco"  is  used  as  a  part 
of  the  brand  name,  the  potash  content  must  be  in  a  form  other  than 
chloride. 
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The  average  unit  values,  estimated  from  the  average  retell  selling 
ices,  were  as  follows:    Nitrogen  $3.68,  Available  Phosphoric  Acid  ^1.13, 
ner  Soluble  Potash  $1.59. 

The  average  retail  selling  price  for  Complete  Fertilizers  was  $36.20 
Kton,  compared  with  |34.44  for  1942. 

It  Is  noted  that  5.42'^  of  all  samples  collected  during  the  year 
:43  were  found  to  be  deficient,  which  deficiency  is  higher  than  the 
jevlous  year's  inspection.  In  most  Instances  the  deficiencies  were 
llanced  by  overages  in  other  elements.  '/Vhere  the  deficiencies  were 
.and  to  be  of  a  serious  nature,  prosecution  was  instituted.  ,-

Any  person  or  persons  selling,  offering,  or  exposing 
for  sale,  any  commercial  fertilizer  or  any  brand  of  the  same,  having 
a  distinct  trade-name,  without  the  analysis  required  by  section  one 
of  this  act,  or  with  an  analysis  stating  that  it  contains  a  larger 
percentage  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  above-named  constituents  than 
is  contained  therein,  or  for  the  sale  of  which  all  the  provisions 
of  sections  two  and  three  have  not  been  complied  with,  or  any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  section  four  of  this  act,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction,  shall  be  sentenced 
to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  for  the  first  offense,  and  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars 
for  each  subsequent  offence....
